The entire CWA adm inistration 
will be transferred to the em er­ 
gency relief administration on April 
I and will be continued as such 
under the new direction. 
Mr. McConaghie said he expects 
to relinquish his position as county 
administrator on March 31. 
Board Not Notified 
At the office of the emergency re­ 
lief administration, Baltimore street, 
this morning.

sounded today for Joseph H. Riggs, 
89-year-old veteran of the civil war 
He died peacefully at the home of 
a niece, Mrs. Charles Wills, Balti­ 
more street, about seven o’clock this 
morning. Infirmities of age induced 
his passing. He had been ailing for 
some time and for several weeks was 
confined to his bed. 
He was a re­ 
tired battlefield guard. 
Mr. Riggs was born in Gettysburg, 
October 3, 1845, a son of the late 
Alexander and M ary (Heffelflnger) 
Riggs and resided in G ettysburg all 
his life. 
He learned and followed 
the trade of cobbler in his early life 
and later was an employe of the na­ 
tional park commission. 
Two Enlistments 
“Uncle Joe,” as he was fam iliarly 
known in Gettysburg, enlisted for 
nine m onths as a volunteer in the 
165th Pennsylvania infantry, in the 
fall of 1862, and was ordered to Suf­ 
folk. Va. 
His first active duty was at Black­ 
water where his company did picket 
duty along the borders of the Dis­ 
mal swamp. H ie regim ent guarded 
a working party th a t destroyed the 
Weldon railroad and later partici­ 
pated in the fighting a t Carrsville, 
Windsor and Hanover Court House. 
At the conclusion of his first enlist­ 
m ent Mr. Biggs returned to G ettys­ 
burg. 
In February, 1864, Mr. Riggs was 
mustered into service and was a t­ 
tached to Company B, 21st Pennsyl­ 
vania cavalry. 
The regim ent saw 
service at Cold Harbor and Peters­ 
burg. 
Serving until the surrender of Lee 
Mr. Riggs participated in the last 
cavalry charge at Farmville. 
Saw Heavy Fighting 
During his two enlistm ents Mr. 
Riggs saw action in 22 pitched bat­ 
tles and many skirmishes. His most 
try ing experiences was at Cold H ar­ 
bor where it was reported th a t ten 
thousand men were killed or wound­ 
ed in thirty minutes. 
In this en­ 
gagement 
a 
confederate 
bullet 
grazed Mr. Riggs’ neck and the 
ham m er 
upon 
his 
m usket 
was 
struck by another and broken off. 
During his long service Mr. Riggs 
missed only one roll call and th at 
was because he was on detached 
duty a t general headquarters near 
City 
Point, 
Virginia, 
where 
he 
served as dispatch bearer. 
Mr. Riggs’ father also served his 
country in the army being stationed 
at Fort McHenry, near Baltimore, 
in the war of 1812, when the British 
j fleet passed up Chesapeake bay. At
